REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


The total valuation of the Town after being changed by the State 
Tax appraisers amounted to $46,615,090.00. The Town closed the year 
with an unexpended balance of $57,172.06. 


There were 478 veterans exemptions and seven total disabled 
exemptions for a total of $28,075.00. Fifty seven elderly exemptions 
and one blind exemption were granted for a total valuation exemption 
of $2621; 309. 00% 


Town elections will be held at the Pollard School on March 4th. 
The Town Meeting will be held at the Timberlane Regional High School 
on March Sthvat 6:00 P.M. 


Once again residents are reminded to be sure and complete their 
Real Estate Inventories, as an abatement may not be requested if this 
has not been complied with. Veterans must have their permanent blue 
card on file with the Selectmen, and are reminded that although the 
card is permanent, each year an application is made at the bottom of 
the regular Real Estate Inventory. Anyone knowing an elderly person, 
seventy years or older, please remind them that their application must 
be applied for each year in order to be eligible. All forms must be 
completed by April 15th. 


We wish to note the fine contributions the following people made 
to their community, upon their resignations from the various committees 
and boards in town: Jack Hansbury & Glenn Kimball - Recreation Com- 
mission; Rosemary Lewis, Linda Fournier and Rhonda Chase - Library; 
Gerald O. Peterson - Auditor; Paul Simard - Representative to General 
Court; James Valetta & Phil McKeen - Budget Committee; Dan Healy, Ed. 
Ingalls & Robert Rauh - Industrial Commission; and Douglas Cox & 
Wilfred Betourne - Conservation Commission. 


The Tax Map at the present time is nearly completed and shortly 
the maps will be available for public review and public hearings. At 
this time we hope to start realizing the potential of our investment. 
Street numbers will be assigned to all houses and potential sub-divisions, 
which should prove helpful to the Fire Department, Police Department, 
Selectmen, Assessors, Post Office Department and to the community as 
a whole. 


Money from TRA for the years 1973-1974 was used to correct a bad 
road condition on Smith Corner Road where several dangerous rises were 
leveled and resurfaced. Also on the lower end of Dauntless Lane we 
were able to put in paved gutters after a severe rainstorm. TRA money 
for this year will go towards replacing the culvert on Kelly Road. 


The Board of Selectmen wish to thank the State Police, local 
Police, the Sheriff's Department, Governor's Office, citizens of the 
community, and all parties associated with the school situation for 
the peaceful entry into the school year for all the children of the 
district. The Selectmen also want to express their sincere wishes to

the School District for a successful amd properous opening of our new 
junior high school/ 


This past year the new section of the cemetery was graded, and 
gravel laid down for the road as specified in the cemetery plans. 
The Board of Selectmen this year will build up the new sections with 
additional loam from the recreational area that we have available as 
surplus. 


While things have been slow on the Commercial and Industrial scene 
for growth this year, we have seen the start of one new industrial 
enterprise located on the Kingston Road. Our towns Industrial Com- 
mission is continually looking for prospective clients for the good of 
the community. 


Additional land consisting of sixteen acres has been purchased 
adjacent to our present Sanitary Landfill area as well as land on the 
Greenough Road for the construction of a fire suppression hole which 
will be constructed this year. The water hole for fire fighting pur- 
poses will be constructed under the supervision of the Rockingham 
County Soil Conservation Department in conjunction with the Fire 
Department and the Board of Selectmen. 


The Hampstead bounds were perambulated this year from the Atkinson 
bound to the Kingston boundary. Kingston's boundary from the Hampstead 
bound to the bound at Route 125 have also been preambulated. There 
still remains a short section of the Plaistow-Kingston line to the 
Newton bound to do as well as the Kingston-Newton line to the Merrimac 
bound to do this year. The above bounds were walked bv the Selectmen 
and Planning Board members from Plaistow and by the Selectmen and their 
representatives from Hampstead and Kingston. Our many thanks once a- 
gain to Alden Palmer for his research into Town records in regards to 
Town boundaries and the people from the Planning Board for their help 
and efforts in this endeavor. 


Under the Water Feasibility Study, the 1973 Town Meeting approved 
funds for exploratory well drilling. To the present time many sites 
have been explored and we are still seeking permission to drill ona 
few more sites. Again we wish to thank you all who have generously 
allowed us to drill for water on your properties. 


The Selectmen wish to thank the many people who served on the 
various Boards, Commissions, and Committees for the many hours given 
of thier time serving the Towns best interest. Especially we thank all 
the people who in anyway contributed to the tremendous success of our 
towns 225th Anniversary Celebration. It was a celebration the likes 
of which we have never seen, nor long will be forgotten. Fond memories 
of the many activities will linger in the minds and hearts of young and 
old. Many thanks to the young people of the community for their 
participation in the many events and for their generous contribution 
of help; we are all proud of you. 
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We wish to solicit the help and participation of all the citizens 
of the town and its friends in celebrating the Nations 200th Anniversary. 
Celebration dates in 1975 are Memorial Day, May 30th and a Minute Man 
Dance on September 20th. In 1976 the dates are April 16 - 17 (Historical 
Play & House. Tour) and July 2nd, 3rd and 4th (Several Events are being 
planned). There will be activities and fun for all so let's make 
these events something to remember.

REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The Plaistow Police Department is at present made up of a full- 
time Chief assisted by 2 full-time men, 19 part-time men, a matron 
and a clerk. Two individuals have progressed from cadets to part-time 
officers. 


For the apparant trying times ahead the recent hiring of a 3rd 
full-time man will most useful. This position is being partially 
funded by a grant from the Governor's Commission on Crime and De- 
linquency. Law enforcement and police service activity have shown a 
definite increase from last year as shown by the accompanying figures. 


To further the training within the department your chief has 
completed courses in Basic and Advanced Fingerprinting, Drug School 
and Advanced Officers School. Two other members of the department 
have attended the Druc School. One officer has completed the 6 week 
State Police Training School, a program required for all newly em- 
ployed police officers by the N. H. Police Standards and Training 
Counc. 1. 


Two events of the year 1974 required special planning by the Police 
Department. One was the 225th Anniversary Celebration of the Town of 
Plaistow, an occasion which called for duty from all our officers plus 
the help of other departments in this area. We appreciate the 
assistance received from the surrounding towns. 


A particularly trying situation was the local teachers' strike. 
I extend thanks to all residents for their cooperation and patience 
in allowing the department to handle the strike. We are thankful for 
the help of the Governor, the County Sheriff's Department and the 
State Police. 


The Police Association has sponsored various events such as a 
bike rodeo and have co-sponsored a horse rodeo for charitable purposes. 


I wish to thank all my officers for their assistance and look for- 
ward to a year of continually improving police work.

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REPORT OF FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Lack of precipitation during 1974 produced the most extreme 
forest fire danger in 27 years and like most towns, we experienced a 
substantial increase in woods and grass fires. Many of these fires 
were in the Auburn Street area and most were set by children. 


Our prevention and inspection activities are moving ahead nicely. 
It is our aim to reduce future losses by a program of educating our 
school children, and by preventing unsafe conditions through a force- 
ful inspection program. Our men have had extensive training in fire 
fighting by certified state instructors. They have also earned 
certification in advanced emergency first aid and cardio pulmonary 
resuscitation (CPR). 


Arson was the cause of three house fires, but damage to each was 
held to a minimum. Late discovery of a fire caused by a lighting 
strike, resulted in the early morning loss of a barn full of hay and 
livestock owned by Lyman Hill of Hill Haven Road on August 28. 


Our first master stream appliance, a three-inlet deluge set with 
stacked tips was purchased and is a valuable asset to the department. 
1000 feet of large diameter hose was purchased, and plans are to pur- 
chase more next year with revenue sharing money. 


At last year's town meeting, it was voted to buy a 2500 gallon 
tank truck. This was purchased and was placed in service in June. 
The addition of this tank permits us to initially "roll" 4000 gallons 
of water to a fire. This is extremely valuable since we do not have 
a municipal water system and must generally rely on our water-carrying 
Capacity for extinquishment. 


Our progress in developing and improving water holes has been 
disappointing this year. Legal difficulties developed at the May Ray 
Ave. water hole. Purchase of land on Greenough Rd. occurred too late 
to permit dredging for a reservoir during 1974, and extensive repairs 
to pipe damage at the Lower Rd. site were necessary. 


A recent department regulation places all personnel on inactive 
status upon reaching age 65. This year, five men retired from active 
service. I would like to express our deepest gratitude to Albert M. 
Davis, John A. Palmer, Paul D. Palmer, Mahlon T. Keezer, and Irvin R. 
Senter for their combined 263 years of unselfish dedication to the 
Plaistow Fire Department.

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REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN 


PLANTING: 


Twenty roadside trees were planted in the Spring of 1974, carrying 
on our program of annually planting to help offset our losses due to 
salt, age, etc.. Fourteen maple trees and six flowering trees were 
planted. The flowering trees are planted where space is limited. 


SPRAYING: 


Although the town arranges to spray roadside elm trees each 
Spring for control of Dutch Elm Disease, the program was not im- 
plemented in 1974 due to inclement weather. In order to spray, it 
must be dry, non windy, and non freezing, and the spray must be 
applied by mid-May in order to be most effective. Maybe the weather 
will be more cooperative in 1975. 


WEATHER AND INSECTS: 


No significant tree damage was noted in 1974 due to insects 
(other than the unsightly fall webworms which cause minimal damage). 
However considerable defoiliation was caused by the unusually dry 
summer. Hardest hit were young, recently-planted trees although even 
large trees were affected. The degree of permanent damage will not be 
fully known until new foilage appears in 1975. It is hoped that this 
damage will be minimal. 


TREE REMOVAL: 


The town arranged for removal of six dying (or dead) trees in 
1974 along town roads. Three of the trees removed were along Pollard 
Avenue around the Town Hall. There are still more trees in this same 
area in sad condition which will need removal in the near future. 
Obviously we plant new trees on Town Hall property wherever it appears 
Spacious enough to do so.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


Ammendments to the Zoning Ordinance of the Town were voted favor- 


ably and included more rigid control over gravel pit operation, lo- 


cation of gasoline stations, revised schedule of building permit fees, 


requirement of occupancy permit, and restrictions on temporary and 
portable signs. 


Eight subdivisions, totaling 40 building lots, were granted 
approval. 


Nine non residential site developments were approved. 
Nine Public Hearings were held. 


The suspension on construction of two family dwellings ina 
residential zone has been extended to April 1976 or until a master 
plan has been completed and presented to the Town. 


A major effort of the Planning Board is currently being concen- 
trated on the formulation of a Town Master Plan which will provide 
factual guidelines for the future growth of the Town. 


No growth, or a universal moratorium, on ¢1ll building in the 
Town is not realistic and morally, it is not legally indefensible. 
Uncontrolled growth is equally unrealistic and could be disastorous 
to the environment as well as to the continuity of the Town services 
(school, police, and fire protection). 


The alternative is controlled growth based upon the social 
characteristics that the Town wishes to perpetuate, and based upon 
the capability of the land to support development. An analysis of 
the soils, slopes, ground and surface waters will indicate areas of 


the Town best suited and least suitable for development as well as for 


the type of development in specific areas. 


Lacking the services of Town sewage and, at present, town water, 
it becomes essential that the Town protect and utilize the land ina 
manner which will sustain use reasonably. 


Participation in and with the Southern Rockingham Regional Dis- 
trict Commission has provided the Town with information local 
assistance and expertise in preparing the master plan, and has 
eliminated the costly requirement of hiring a professional planner.

Congratulations are extended to our Timberlane District Babe Ruth 
Team for winning the Babe Ruth League A Championship under the direction 
of Jim Stone and his coaching staff. 


The football program which involved 65 boys in grades 6 thru 8 
Was again extremely successful. Congratulations are extended to the 
Timberlane Vikings who captured the Greater Haverhill YMCA Division 
Championship under the direction of head coach, Jim Kirsch and his 
coaching staff. A special note of thanks is extended to Bob Lavallee 
who retired this year after serving as an assistant coach and head coach 
in the Timberlane Junior Football League for the past 7 years. The 
Commission would also like to extend a note of thanks to Dennis McMann 
who is moving from this area, for his coaching assistance in football 
as well as baseball & basketball over the past years. 


Activities for the year culminated with a special event for the 
elderly. All Senior Citizens were invited to attend a preview showing 
of "Up the Down Staircase" as presented by the Timberlane Drama Club. 
Although only a few of our citizens (Senior) took advantage of this 
opportunity, the commission intends to actively pursue future events 
for the elderly during 1975. 


Development of the recreation field on Ingalls Terrace is progressing 
smoothly.

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REPORT OF THE 
SOUTHERN ROCKINGHAM REGIONAL PLANNING DISTRICT COMMISSION 


The most important services the Southern Rockingham Commission 
provides its member communities lie in the general areas of local 
assistance, regional planning and state/federal program information- 
coordination. All program decisions are made by the Commission in re- 
sponse to their assessment of need. All local services result from 
requests for assistance from member communites. 


Local Assistance 

The principal component of the local assistance program has been 
town planning for Hampstead and Plaistow. The two town plans represent 
a major undertaking which requires considerable participation on the 
part of the local planning boards and communication between the plan- 
ning board, consultant and townspeople. The regional planning com- 
mission serves as consultant to Hampstead and Plaistow on their town 
plans. 1974 saw the completion for both towns, of the population and 
land capability analysis sections of the reports. 


The population analysis consisted of an examination of 1960 and 
1970 census data on age, sex, race, marital status, income, education, 
etc. of the town's populations. The purpose of the analysis was to 
establish social trends in the two towns. 


The land capability analysis consisted of an examination of 
selected town natural features in order to determine natural impediments 
Or opportunities for development. The natural features examined were 
soils, slopes, groundwater and surface water. On the basis of our 
analysis, the towns were placed in either natural, limited, moderate 
or intensive development categories. The purpose of the analysis was 
to inventory town development capability, and generate information 
useful for other parts of the town plans. 


Other local assistance activities have included review of sub- 
division proposals, zoning amendments, occasional on-site investigations 
and special interest matters, such as sediment control, driveway con- 
struction or legal-procedural requirements, etc. In addition, the 
Commission arranged with the University of New Hampshire's School of 
Continuing Studies to teach a course "Soils and Community Development" 
at the Timberlane Regional High School. The Commission voted to pay 
one-half the tution fee for two members from any member town's planning 
board who wished to take the course. 


Regional Planning 

The Commission this year has received grant money for trans- 
portation planning in the Salem-Plaistow urbanized area. The federal 
money is from the Federal Highway Administration and the state money 
is from the Department of Public Works and Highways. 


Recent Federal legislation has shifted the responsibility for 
development of transportation planning and programming from the state 
level to the local and regional level. Current transportation pro- 
grams, especially those involving urbanized areas, require the 
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involvement of local officials in the planning process. [In the ur- 
banized areas, such as the Salem-Plaistow portion of the Larence- 
Haverhill Urbanized Area, this involvement takes the form of a Trans- 
portation Policy Committee. 


In the area of solid waste disposal, the staff is currently com- 
pleting a report on waste recycling. This report will focus on the 
potential costs and benefits of recycling efforts, the locations and 
depths of various salvage markets and the prospects for changes in re- 
cycling which may influence its appeal as a solid waste management 
alternative. 


The Regional Commission has also been actively following the 
progress of the Greater Lawrence Solid Waste Committee in its efforts 
to solve their waste disposal problems. We have made it our business 
to alert this region of their progress, and to interest towns in 
potential participation with Greater Lawrence for resolution of our 
solid waste problems. At this point, it appears that a large waste 
processing facility will constructed beside #495 in Haverhill, perhaps 
by the summer of 1977. 


Coordination 

The third general category of assistance to member communities 
is as a "broker" between the municipality and state or federal govern- 
ment administrators. Describing new federal programs, their objectives, 
requirements and benefits, getting information on older funding pro- 
grams and occasionally assisting in program review or grant applications 
are the kinds of services we have been and will be performing. 


Of most interest to us now in New Hampshire are possible 1975 
legislative land use reform proposals. The Commission has attempted 
to keep selectmen and planning boards informed about the possible 
content of such proposals before the legislative session begins. 


We feel on 2 matter as vital to local government as land use con- 
trol is, proposed land use legislation should have already been avail- 
able for review. It appears local officials will only have a brief 
time to review proposals before votes are taken which makes difficult 
the analysis of those legislative proposals and subsequent transmission 
of viewpoints to Concord legislators. However, it is also amply clear 
that various special interests are much more aware of the nature of 
legistative proposals, and will have had full opportunity to lobby in 
behalf of their viewpoints before votes are cast.

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REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The year 1974 has been one of the most rewarding years so far in 
the commission's short history. The commission has been expanded to 
include 6 members with the possibliity of a 7th member being appointed 
in the future. 


During 1974, the commission was involved with several gravel pit 
applications and several applications concerning dredge and fill. 
Involvement with these applications is one of the regular functions 
of the commission in accordance with town and state ordinances. 


The commission was responsible for the purchase of a bicycle 
rack which was installed in front of the Town Hall during the summer 
months. It received considerable use in 1974 and we will consider 
the possibility of a second rack if it appears to be needed. 


One of our major undertakings in 1974 was the location of town 
owned land commonly referred to as "Mount Misery Land". Monies from 
the town and the Ford Foundation were used to find, survey, and per- 
manently mark the boundries of the land (28 acres). The land is not 
up near Mt. Misery as was hoped but is more towards the center of town, 
very close to the town disposal area. In 1975 we will be concerned 
with developing an access to the area and determining what, if any, 
use should be made of the land at the present time. It is unfortunate 
that a large portion of the land is flat and un-planted due to pervious 
gravel operations in the area. 


A small attempt at recycling was made in 1974 by obtaining a 
container for collecting discarded paper at the town disposal area. 
Although the program had to be temporarlyterminated due to the low 
market value of the salvaged paper, it is hoped the program will be 
resumed and expanded in the future. 


Although we on the commission all have many ideas concerning 
possible activities in the future, we encourage townspeople to attend 
our meetings and pass their ideas on to us. Keep in mind that the 
Conservation Commission is not a regulatory group but, rather, an 
advisory group designed to provide interface with, and assist, other 
local and statewide organizations.
